The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Costas, Us Patent 
3900349, teaches a silicon brass resistant to parting corrosion. Costas, Figs. 2-4, 
teaches a Cu, Si, Zn alloy that fits within the instantly claimed ranges. These figures 
teach the alloy is annealed and quenched to achieve specific phases. Annealing and 
quenching steps are not present in the instant claims. Further, Costas teaches no 
equilibrium phase boundaries are shown in Fig. 1 since cast alloys are generally 
produced under non equilibrium conditions. Therefore, Costas does not teach a cast 
copper alloy having phases in relation as claimed and average grain diameter as 
claimed achieved by casting the copper alloy.
